“ Some of you will be disappointel 
if you have come here this evening 
expecting me to engage in any per­ 
sonalities, because I have not come 
here for that, but to discuss some of 
the big issues of this campaign," said 
It.

Thomason was intro­

of the candidate while they were stu­ 
dents in the university of Texas. 
Thomason began his speech on the 
courthouse lawn, but rain soon forc­ 
ed the gathering into the 
district 
d£iirt room. 
After sketching briefly his life, the 
speaker said some questions, such as 
prohibition and woman suffrage were 
dead issues, because they are nqw 
parts of the constitution and are here 
to stay. 
In passing these questions 
by he stated that he was unqualified­ 
ly for enforcement. 
The speaker expressed himself as 
favoring an economic and business 
adm inistration, as well as the budget 
system, uniform system of audits, 
separation of state and county taxes, 
m ore and better education, but said 
he was emphatically opposed to tin* 
graduated land tax, which is advocat­ 
ed by Pat M. Neff. 
Thomason said in this connection 
that he preferred to place a premium 
rather than a handicap on thrift. 
The speaker then passed 
to the 
question of education and told how 
he had used his influence to pass the 
$4,000,000 appropriation in order to 
keep the schools of the state open 
and to pay the teachers a living wage. 
The rem ainder of his 
speech was 
along the line of former speeches. 
Thomason Speaks iii Dallas. 
Robert Ewing Thom ason’s propo­ 
sals for the adm inistration of the 
governmental s t a i r s of Texas were 
warmly applauded Tuesday night by 
a Dallas audience that filled 
the 
1,200 seats of the city hall auditor­ 
ium and overflowed into t h e -outside 
lobby and the outside aisles.

ination .reverted last night to the de­ 
tails of his earlier speeches and dis­ 
cussed in considerable detail the ec ­ 
onomies and business corrections In 
would set in motion if elected.

Paying Big "Part 
of Road Taxes 


Decatur, Texas, July 20, 1920.— To 
the Messenger: 
I notice in a com­ 
m unication appearing 
in your last 
w eek’s issue, from Mr. R. E. Cars­ 
well, in which he takes me terribly 
to task for representing the people of 
D ecatur in my position on the route 
of the Meridian road through* Deca­ 
tur, instead, I suppose, of represent­ 
ing the private and financial interest 
of a few as represented by him. 
His 
letter is a huge joke, and so taken by 
all th at have mentioned the m atter in 
my presence. 
Mr. Carswell says that he was im­ 
portuned by a large num ber of peo­ 
ple, having the same interest in the 
road that he did, to see w hat could be 
done to prevent the change in origin­ 
al route in contemplation when ttie 
bonds were voted. 
That they sup­ 
posed Mr. Simpson, the county en 
gineer, was the proper authority to 
see about it, and interviewed 
hint. 
T hat he had a petition from the citi­ 
zens of Decatur praying for the route 
he had surveyed. 
That he procured 
Mr. Simpson to deliver him the peti­ 
tion as he warned to show it. to tin* 
parties interested with him, promis­

Splawn, up to this time having been 
strongly in favor of the route as sur­ 
veyed and approved, and right at this 
time claims that he was not taking

ject agreement entered into by and 
between the state highway depart­ 
ment and the county of Wise, the lo­ 
cation of this highway is left entirely 
to the engineer, which in my mind is 
very proper.

him that this would be a better route i gpjawn came to where I was working 
than the other, and made my surveys 
and plans accordingly. You will now 
see that this location was made by 
me with the approvel of the commis* 
stoners’ court and afterwards approv­ 
ed by both the federal and state de­ 
partments, and I see no reason why 
this court should have taken it on 
themselves to change what had been 
done by the former court. 
Mr. Carswell says that he, with 
others, took the matter up with me. 
There was no one except Mr. Cars­ 
well that took this matter up with 
me, and further, the court never in­ 
structed me to build any road over 
the^Iain street and railroad route; 
In fafct, this could not be done until 
a survey was made, plans approved 
by both state and federal depart­ 
ments, none of which had been done 
when the contractor had reached 
Hale street with his work. 
I do not 
own any property on the South Trin­ 
ity and Hale street route, as Judge 
Carswell intimated in his letter, but 
the county judge does own property 
on the Main street and railroad route. 
For some unknown reason Commis­ 
sioner Splawn all of a sudden chanc­ 
ed his attitude about the location of 
this road and he and the judge have 
done all in their power to change 
this road. 
I will state that Mr. Hen­ 
ry Askey also came to me once to see 
if we won VI not change th s road be­ 
fore the other court weni out of pow­ 
er. 
The trouble with Judge Carswell 
is, that he is sore at me because I 
would not do just as ii*- wished me 
to do in this matter after inducing 
me to let him have the petition that 
Mr. Gose had gotten up. and faith­ 
fully promising to return it within 
two or three days but not doing so; 
after about two week’s lime I kindly 
asked him for it; 
told him that it 
did not belong to me; 
that Mr. Gose 
had asked for its return to him.

Judge Carswell, then said he would 
return it to me right away. 
After 
another elapse of something like two 
weeks, I asked him for it again, and 
it seemed to have hurt his feelings. 
After this I asked him for it occa­ 
sionally for six months, and when T 
would mention it tc him, he would 
get mad and turn around and walk 
off, never at any time offering any ex­ 
planation nor any apology for not 
returning this counter petition. 
In reply to some statements made 
by Judge Carswell in his letter to 
the Messenger of July 16th: 
He 
says that he asked me for the petition 
for the purpose of getting up the 
county* petition. 
This is not true, 
as h^fhad the petition with him at 
the time, and also hail a copy of a 
resolution passed by the county com­ 
missioners, asking the state highway 
department to change this route. 
He 
says that I was a strong partisan to 
the route that I had surveyed. I will 
admit this and state why; 
this had 
been changed at the suggestion of the 
former court and, you might say. 


and ordered me to stop work, saying 
that if I graded the road west on 
Hale street, as shown on the plans, 
that they would not pay my next es­ 
timate. 
Up to this time, Mr. Simp­ 
son, the county engineer, did not 
know thai I had reached this point 
and had not given me any instruc­ 
tions regarding which route to go, 
but he had told me prior to this that 
there had been no survey made and 
no plans gotten up for the route 
along the railroad leading up by the 
depot, and I was following the plans 
as given me. 
After Judge Paschall

districts, w hether such districts are 
composed of territory wholly within 
a county or in parts of two or more 
counties. 
And the legislature may 
authorize an additional ad valorem 
tax to be levied and colected within 
all school districts heretofore formed 
or hereafter formed, for the fu rth er 
maintainenance of public free schools, 
and the erection and equipm ent of 
school buildings therein;
